Old Fire Horse Returns

liam Stanley Willson, 73, of 
166 N. Sunnyside Ave., Ser- 
ra Madre, were conducted 
Monday, May 16 at 11:30 
a.m. by Rose Hills Mortu¬ 
ary at the graveside in Rose 
Hills Memorial Park. The 
Rev. Sherwood Eddy offici¬ 
ated. 

Mr. Willson, a native 
Californian and resident of 
Sierra Madre for 16 years, 
died Thursday, May 12 in 
his home. He is survived by 
his wife, Florence of the 
home address; two sons, 
Fred and Stanley Willson, 
and three grandchildren. 


There’s a saying that an old fire horse or fire dog 
tends to start running whenever he hears an alarm. There¬ 
fore it seemed natural for Frank L. Lovell, to attend the 
monthly meeting of our 
volunteer fire department, 
because Mr. Lovell, who 
was visiting former neigh¬ 
bor Mrs. Emil Smith on a 
trip here from his present 
home in Coronado, was one 
of the first of the city’s vol¬ 
unteers. 

So, when he admired a 
photograph hanging on the 
wall of the fire department 
quarters in City Hall, which 
pictured W. D. Richards as 
Fire Chief, George Norris as 
assistant, Steve Petzel and 
Joe, Swanson as captains 
and himself and Milt Stein- 
berger along with some 20 
other “nozzle squeezers,” all 
in their uniforms, the as¬ 
sembled firemen promptly 
and unanimously voted to 
present the photograph to 
Mr. Lovell as a gift, took it 
from the wall, and did so. 

Frank Lovell, now 73, has 
lived in Coronado for 26 
years, been retired from the 
police force there for six 
years after 15 of service. But 
back in 1919 and for some 
years thereafter, Lovell was 
a busy and popular Sierra 


Madrean. 

He came out to California 
from Boston in 1910, began 
to work for Dr. Walter Jar¬ 
vis Barlow in L.A., came to 
S. M. with him. 

About 1923 Lovell had the 
Central Garage on the cor¬ 
ner of Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and Baldwin where the old 
Pacific Electric station now 
stands, where he handled 
all the towing service that 
the model T’s of those days 
might require. 

After some half dozen 
years he sold the business 
which became known as 
“Joe’s Garage,” perhaps be¬ 
cause Joe Belohlavek, the 
new owner, had a Czecho- 
slavakian name which did 
not trip on the tongue. 

Lovell and his wife Hat¬ 
tie, who died only two years

DANISH PORCELAIN 
REQUIRES 2 YEARS 

Fifteen years after the 
Royal Porcelain F a c to r y 
was established in 1775, 
Crown Prince Frederlk (lat¬ 
er) Frederik VI) ordered a 4 
dinner service with Dajiish 
flowers as its main motif. 

It was intended as a gift 
to Catherine II of Russia, 
but it took 13 years to 
make the 2,600 pieces; by 
then the czarina was dead. 
The set of Flora Danica, as 
the pattern is called, was 
kept by the Danish royal - 
family and is now in the 
royal collection at Rosen- 
burg Palace. The porcelain 
is still used by the court on 
special occasions. 

The dinner service is still 
being manufactured, and 
deliveries are still slow— 
sets are made only to order 
and delivery time today is 
about two years.

City Sued By Zeckner For $7000 


was the duty of the archi¬ 
tect, contractor and owner 
to aprise themselves of all 
or any changes In the ordi¬ 
nances, city officials stated. 

Here the future home of 
the Zeckners stood open to 
weather and elements and 
no progress. Immediate ac¬ 
tion was taken for the front 
yard set back variance be¬ 
fore the Planning Commis¬ 
sion for its meeting as soon 
as possible. On September 
29 the Planning Commission 
met In adjourned session, 
heard both Variances on the 
side yard and the front yard 
set back. Granted the Var¬ 
iance for the side yard but 
denied the front yard var¬ 
iance on the grounds of 1. 
Variance not necessary and 
2. would affect the general 
plan of the City. 

CouncU Upholds 

Attorney Donald Yokaltis 
made the plea for the Zeck¬ 
ners stating that should the 
Variance be denied that 
they not only suffered dam¬ 
ages of $3300 for to-date 
work, but felt that they had 
put the property to the very 
best advantage and to com¬ 
ply with the pushing back 
of the building would cre¬ 
ate an undesirable structure 
and the additional cost of 
$2215. Therefore the Zeck¬ 
ners would abandon the 
property, take the bid of 
$2375 for filling In the prop¬ 
erty anid compaction, and 
claim an overall damage of 
$5675. 

Mr. Cart Zeckner con¬ 
firmed those statements as 
did his contractor. Mr. Rem¬ 
ington Stone of 321 Grand 
View asked that the Coun¬ 
cil deny the Variance on the 
grounds of ob.str.ucting what 
he claimed was, the most 


beautiful view of the Valley 
in Sierra Madre. 

Unanimously the Council 
voted to uphold the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and deny 
the Variance, whereupon 
Attorney Yokaitis asked for 
a vote on the claim of dam¬ 
ages for $5675, which was to 
Indicate a possible suit. The 
Council as a whole immedi¬ 
ately denied the claim. 

This action took place at 
the regular Council meeting 
of October 26, 1965. 

As far as the records 
show, nothing more was 
heard from this project, but 
it was noted that around 
the first of the year the 
Zeckners must have aban¬ 
doned their idea of not 
building, for they tore out 
the work thus far accom¬ 
plished and proceeded to 
build their home according 
to the Ordinances in effect. 

Their home is now near 
completion, and at the regu¬ 
lar council meeting of May 
10, City Attorney Martin 
informed the Council that 
he had been notified that 
the City was being sued in 
court for the amount of 
$7000 damages, allegedly 
suffered by the Zeckners in 
the building of their home. 
The City Council gave ap¬ 
proval to the City Attorney 
to represent the City in 
Court and defend their ac¬ 
tion.

Arbogast brings that truism to mind. He finds that some 
of the members of Congress who talk loudest and longest 
alx)ut the need for economy in government have joined 
in voting for all manner of increases in spending — in¬ 
cluding, of course, spending of the welfare state variety. 
Mr. Arbogast adds: “And If the trend that has developed 
during the first three months of the session continues, the 
1966 Congress seems likely to increase rather than cut 
President Johnson’s request for new appropriations and 
commitments for future spending.” 

There’s nothing new about this situation. Economy talk 
is always politically popular, when confined to resounding 
generalities. It’s something else again when specific spend¬ 
ing bills are up, and it looks as if toes, all of which 
possess votes, are about to be stepped on.

Its use will increase in the home, on the 
farm and in all business and industry. Stores and fac¬ 
tories will become more automated and serve yourself and 
do-it-yourself products and practices will multiply. By 
legislated handicaps, opportunities for unskilled persons 
to learn are reduced, relief rolls are increased and the 
inflation ball rolls on.

And this applies to persons with limited dollars 
to pay unskilled help. The lawmakers can tell you what 
must pay, but they can’t make you hire.
